Selihot,  with  its  theme  of  repentance  and 
renewal ,  serves  as  a  reminder  to  all  Jews  to  prepare 
for  the  coming  of  High  Holy  Days. 

This  year,  the  service  in  observance  of  Selihot 
will  take  place  on  Saturday,  September  3  at  10 
p.m.  It  is  a  tradition  in  our  synagogue  to  invite 
the  congregation  to  a  Coffee  Hour  at  8:15  p.m. 
after  which  Rabbi  David  H.  Lincoln  will  deliver 
the  Selihot  Lecture,  “Understanding  The  High 
Holy  Day  Prayers,”  at  9  p.m.  Following  the  lec¬ 
ture  and  before  the  start  of  the  service,  the  Syna¬ 
gogue  Choir  accompanied  by  our  organist  Neil 
Robinson  will  present  a  choral  meditation. 

Eight  days  later,  on  Sunday  evening,  September 
11,  the  congregation  gathers  to  usher  in  Rosh 
Hashanah  at  the  evening  service  which  begins 
at  5:45  p.m.  On  both  days  of  Rosh  Hashanah. 
Monday  and  Tuesday,  September  12  and  13,  ser¬ 
vices  begin  at  8:30  a.m. 

A  week  later,  the  congregation  joins  together 
once  again  for  Yom  Kippur,  the  holiest  day  in  the 
Jewish  liturgical  year.  Beginning  promptly  at  6 : 30 
p.m.  on  Tuesday  evening,  September  20  with 
Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  singing  the  Kol  Nidre 
prayer,  the  services  in  observance  of  Yom  Kip¬ 
pur  continue  throughout  the  day  on  Wednesday, 
September  21,  beginning  at  8:30  a.m.  and  con¬ 
cluding  at  dusk. 

Congregants  are  requested  to  keep  their  tickets 
of  admission  with  them  at  all  times,  showing  them 
to  the  guards  each  time  they  enter  the  building.

It  is  amazing  how  quickly  the  time  flies  away 
and  with  the  High  Holy  Days  upon  us  comes 
the  realization  that  it  is  just  over  a  year  since 
I  became  your  rabbi. 

Quite  obviously  the  year  has  not  been  an 
easy  one  for  my  family  and  me.  Changes  are 
never  trouble  free.  But  what  has  encouraged 
us  greatly  is  the  realization  that  the  congre¬ 
gation,  its  leadership,  its  loyal  members,  has 
shown  my  family  the  consideration  and  kind¬ 
ness  that  has  made  us  feel  much  at  home.

This 
is  the  message  I  bring  to  you  all  at  this  awesome 
time  in  our  calendar.  As  long  as  we  continue 
to  weep  and  to  act  when  we  hear  of  the  trage¬ 
dies  of  homelessness,  hunger,  war,  bigotry  and 
disease,  then  our  hope  is  not  lost,  for  as  car¬ 
ing,  sensitive  individuals  we  can  help  bring 
about  a  new  and  better  world. 

May  each  of  you  be  blessed  with  good 
health,  material  wealth  and  spiritual 
wellbeing.

In  Celebration  of  the  High  Holy  Pays 

In  Our  Homes 


Rosh  Hashanah  is  both  a  solemn  and  a  festive 
occasion.  Its  joy  is  spiritually  disciplined  by  the 
sacred  traditions  of  home  and  synagogue. 
Although  the  observance  of  the  High  Holy  Days 
is  centered  in  the  synagogue,  it  is  in  the  home 
where  family  members  prepare  to  meet  the  New 
Year  in  a  spirit  of  faith  and  in  a  mood  conducive 
to  prayer  and  soul-searching. 

White  is  thought  of  as  the  color  which  sym¬ 
bolizes  purity  and  joy.  Thus  the  table  is  set  with 
a  white  tablecloth  and  flowers,  candles  and  wine. 
Round  hallot,  symbolizing  a  full  round  year,  ap¬ 
ples  and  a  dish  of  honey  for  a  sweet  year  com¬ 
plete  with  the  symbolic  representations  on  the 
holiday  table. 

The  family  gathers  together  for  the  lighting  of 
the  candles  and  kiddush  which  precedes  the 
festive  meal  on  both  nights  of  Rosh  Hashanah. 
The  following  blessings  are  recited  over  the 
candles: 

Barukh  Alah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Ha- 
olam,  asher  kid’shanu  b’mitzvatov  v’tzivanu 
lhadlik  ner  shel  Yom  Tov. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  whose  mizvot  add  holiness  to 
our  lives  and  who  gave  us  the  mitzvah  to  kin¬ 
dle  light  for  the  Festival. 

Barukh  Alah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Ha- 
olam  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu  vehigiyanu 
lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
preserved  us  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
season. 

After  the  Rosh  Hashanah  kiddush,  the  Motzi  is 
recited  over  the  round  hallot. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Ha- 
olam,  hamotzi  lehem  min  ha-aretz. 

Blessed  are  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  who  brings  forth  bread  from 
the  earth. 

Then  all  the  members  of  the  family  dip  the  apple 
in  honey  and  recite  the  following  blessing  and 
prayer: 

Ye  hi  ratzon  milefanekhah  Adonai  Eloheinu 
vElohei  avoteinu,  shetehadesh  aleiynu 
shanah  tovah  umetukah. 

May  it  be  Thy  Will,  O  Lord  our  God,  to 
renew  unto  us  a  happy  and  sweet  New  Year. 

After  the  morning  services  of  Rosh  Hashanah, 
a  festive  meal  is  also  eaten,  preceded  by  the 
daytime  kiddush  below  and  the  Motzi: 

Tiku  vahodesh  shofar,  bakeseh  I’yom 
hagenu,  ki  hok  lYisrael  hu,  mishpat  TElohey 
Yaakov. 

Barukh  Alah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Ha- 
olam,  borei  pri  hagafen. 


The  greeting  on  the  Rosh  Hashanah  is  LShanah 
Tovah  Tikatavu  —  May  you  be  inscribed  for  a  good 
year. 

Erev  Yom  Kippur 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  one  religious  occasion  which 
is  observed  entirely  in  the  synagogue,  but  the  meal 
which  precedes  the  fast  on  Erev  Yom  Kippur  is 
intended  to  be  a  spiritual  experience  for  the  en¬ 
tire  family.  The  meal  is  eaten  early  so  that  the 
family  can  be  in  synagogue  before  sundown. 

Following  the  Birkat  haMazpn  —  the  grace  after 
meals  —  the  holiday  candles  are  lit  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  blessings  are  recited: 

Barukh  Alah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Ha- 
olam,  asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav  vet- 
zivanu  lehadlik  ner  shel  Yom  Ha-Kippurim. 
Blessed  are  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  who  has  sanctified  us  by 
Thy  Commandments  and  has  commanded 
us  to  kindle  the  Yom  Kippur  lights. 

Barukh  Alah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Ha- 
olam  sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu  vehigiyanu 
lazman  hazeh. 

Blessed  are  Thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King 
of  the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
preserved  us  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
season. 

Fasting 

Although  children  are  not  obligated  to  fast  un¬ 
til  they  are  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  age,  it  is  a  tradition 
that  they  do  observe  the  fast  in  part,  to  the  extent 
they  are  able. 

Self-denial  in  food  and  other  physical  pleasure 
is  part  of  the  tradition  of  this  “Sabbath  of  Sab¬ 
baths.”  However,  Jewish  law  and  tradition  state 
that  the  maintenance  of  life  and  health  is  a  prime 
religious  duty.  If  a  person  is  ill  or  weak,  it  is  the 
obligation  of  the  individual  to  consult  a  physi¬ 
cian  on  the  wisdom  of  fasting. 

Memorial  Lights 

It  is  a  custom  to  light  a  Memorial  Light  for  the 
deceased  in  each  family.  Memorial  Lights  must 
be  lit  before  the  holiday  candles  are  lit. 

Blessing  the  Children 

It  is  a  tradition  that  before  leaving  for  the  Kol 
N idre  service,  parents  bless  their  children  by  plac¬ 
ing  their  hands  on  the  head  of  each  one.  Such 
blessings  are  introduced  by  the  following  prayer, 
to  which  parents  can  add  words  of  their  own,  ap¬ 
propriate  for  the  age  and  needs  of  each  child: 

For  Sons:  May  God  make  you  a  true,  faithful 
and  honorable  son  of  Israel  as  were  Ephraim  and 
Menasseh,  the  sons  of  Joseph. 

For  Daughters:  May  God  make  you  a  faithful 
and  honorable  daughter  of  Israel  as  were  our 
mothers,  Sarah,  Rebecca,  Rachel  and  Leah. 


Forgiveness 

At  this  time,  just  before  leaving  the  house  to 
attend  the  Kol  Nidre  service,  members  of  the  fami¬ 
ly  ask  each  other  for  forgiveness  for  the  wrongs 
or  the  hurts  they  have  done,  knowingly  or  un¬ 
knowingly,  during  the  year. 

In  Our  Congregation 
Sharing  the  Holidays 

It  is  nice  to  think  of  the  congregation  as  our 
extended  family  and  it  is  in  this  spirit  that  the  Holi¬ 
day  Sharing  Committee  is  reaching  out  once  again 
to  the  congregation  and  asking  members  to  iden¬ 
tify  themselves  to  the  committee,  either  as  wishing 
to  invite  a  fellow  congregant  who  is  alone  at  holi¬ 
day  time  or  to  be  an  invitee.  A  call  to  the  Syna¬ 
gogue  Office  during  business  hours,  369-2600, 
is  all  that  is  necessary  for  you  to  do.  The  commit¬ 
tee  will  do  the  rest. 

Shabbat  Shuvah 

The  Sabbath  that  falls  between  Rosh  Hashanah 
and  Yom  Kippur  is  called  Shabbat  Shuvah  from 
the  Haftarah  portion  of  that  Sabbath  which  begins 
with  the  word  Shuvah  meaning  ‘return  (repent) . 
At  5  p.  m .  on  Shabbat  Shuvah ,  September  16,  Rab¬ 
bi  Lincoln  will  deliver  a  lecture  on  “Repentance 
As  Reflected  In  A  Guide  to  Jewish  Religious  Prac¬ 
tice  by  Rabbi  Isaac  Klein.” 

For  the  Hearing  Impaired 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Samuel  Wimp- 
fheimer  it  is  now  possible  for  those  who  are  hear¬ 
ing  impaired  to  use  head  sets  while  attending  ser¬ 
vices.  Please  inform  the  Synagogue  Office  if  you 
wish  to  avail  yourself  of  this  convenience.

Some  thoughts  from  the  Director  of  the 
Mazer  School  of  Religious  Studies,  Dr.  Livia 
Strauss: 

The  High  Holy  Days  give  students  a  unique  op¬ 
portunity  to  experience  themselves  as  Jews,  both 
in  the  universal  and  in  a  national  sense.  Judaism 
is  a  religion  based  upon  acts,  their  consequences 
and  the  means  by  which  to  remedy  errors  once 
they  occur.  Explained  in  these  terms,  the  con¬ 
cepts  of  Teshuva  (repentance  based  on  correcting 
behavior),  Tefillah  (prayer  for  forgiveness)  and 
Tzedaka  (helping  others  financially,  emotional¬ 
ly  or  technically)  become  less  abstract.  In  the 
language  of  the  High  Holy  Days  we  try  to  review 
our  actions  over  the  course  of  the  past  year  with 
an  eye  to  not  repeating  those  which  are  hurtful. 
Also,  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  message 
of  this  holiday  is  not  for  Jews  alone,  for  to  achieve 
harmony  in  society,  the  High  Holy  Day  confes¬ 
sion/repentance/recompense  message  was  meant 
to  be  universal. 

On  the  other  hand,  Sukkot  is  a  holiday  specific 
to  Jews.  Sukkot  celebrates  the  entry  into  the  Land 
erf  Israel  as  well  as  remembers  the  wanderings 
of  the  Jews  in  the  desert  for  forty  years.  Bringing 
the  historic  message  as  well  as  the  beauty  of  the 
holiday  into  our  homes  and  participating  in  the 
communal  celebration  creates  excitement  and 
pleasure. 

Here  are  some  easy  pointers  on  creating  the 
holiday  atmosphere  in  your  home: 

1.  Decorate  your  home  with  fruits,  flowers  and 
greenery. 

2.  Buy  a  lulav  and  etrog  to  use  at  home  and  at 
the  synagogue.  You  may  order  a  set  through 
Cantor  Mark  Kula  (369-2600)  or  buy  a  set 
on  the  Lower  East  Side. 

3.  Build  your  own  Sukkah  with  your  family  and 
decorate  it. 

4.  Eat  traditional  holiday  foods:  apples,  honey, 
honey  cake,  taiglach  (a  mixture  of  nuts, 
raisins,  honey  and  fried  dough),  and  round 
hallot. 

5.  Join  the  congregation  in  decorating  the 
synagogue’s  rooftop  Ritter  Sukkah,  in  kiddush 
after  services  and  for  supper  in  the  Ritter  Suk¬ 
kah.  See  page  5  for  reservation  information.

The  Y’s  pro¬ 
gram  offers  those  affected  by  this  illness  and 
related  disorders  opportunities  for  creativity, 
socialization  and  a  place  to  still  belong. 

All  activities  are  planned  and  implemented  by 
an  experienced  professional  staff  of  social 
workers,  creative  arts  therapists  and  a  nurse.  The 
goal  of  all  activities  is  to  support  and  enhance 
activities  of  daily  living  and  existing  skills  and 
interests.
